Patrolman Luchg of the Hamilton 
Avenue . station, Byooklyn, was. walk- 
ing along Van Brynt Street about 9 
o'clock last evening when at Carroll 
Street, he. noticed .a.man carrying. a 
black bag and keeping well within: the 
shadows:of the buildings.

He was looking 
for a room. when Luchs came along. 

The prisoner, about 31 years-old, 
wore: gold-rimmed glasses. He gave 
his. address as 5 Prince Street. 
Capuiano, according to the police, has 
been in this*cquntry five months. He 
told them that after his arrival at 
Philadelphia he had gone to Trenton; 
where he had lived-for three months. 

Although an editor at home he had 
been-able to get only occasional jobs 
in this country and his last job was 
that of dishwasher in: an Italian 
restaurant.

It took 1,100 years for Eng- |, 
land and this country to collect and 
perfect. the common law. 

A real code of law must be evolved 
cut of the collective experience of m@h* 
kind. : We have had the principles of 
international law since the Roman 
Empire, and the World Court is cre- 
ating, its new precedents every day. 
Senator Borah’s statement is just an- 
other way. of saying that he doesn’t 
want an. international court of. ar- 
bitration.” 

The advance which the World Court 
was making over other bodies of sim- 
ilar kind, he said, lay in the fact that 
its decisions were based not upon com- 
promise, but upon the fundamental 
principles of law and equity. The 
twenty decisions already handed 
down would bear comparison with 
those of the Supreme Court of the 
United States at its best, and no 
higher compliment could be paid, he 
said: 

“Tf the people of this country could 
be induced to read those decisions, it 
would put an .end to all the bickering 
we have h since President. Hard- 
ing first recommended that we join the 
Court three years ago.” 

The Prophets Isaiah and Micah had 
foreseen the Permanent Court of In- 
ternational Justice, he said. 

The world should be thankful that 
such a body existed today, he de- 
clared. ‘'The last war rose out of a 
dispute which easily could have pone 
handled and disposed of by the World 
Court,’’ he said.

‘CONFESSION’ STILL SECRET 


No Hint of Action on it—Another 
Slayer, Emil Kiatt, May Seek - 
Commutation Today. 


~ Ambrose Ross, thrice saved from the 
death chair, was cheerful yesterday 
for the first time in months. His  sis- 
ter, Miss Anna K. Ross, and his four 
brothers visited him in the death 
house. Today his attorney, Joseph 
Lonardo, will visit him. 

Ross, convicted of participation in 
the robbery of the First National Bank 
of Bellmore, L. I., during which Ernest 
L. Whitman, bond salesman, lost his 
life as he tried to prevent the escape 
of the criminals, won his third respite 
on Saturday when Governor Smith 
acted for the District Attorney of Nas- 
sau County, Elvin N. Edwards. 

Mr. Edwards refused yesterday to 
disclose the information which, accord- 
ing to reports at the prison, gained 
Rogs a reprieve until the week begin- 
ning Feb. 15. He reiterated his state- 


ment that to-do so would be to jeop- 
ardize the course of justice. Four men 
alleged to have been members of the 
band of seven that committed the Bell- 
more.crimes have never been traced. 


Talked Over Ross ‘‘Confession.”’ 


The District Attorney disclosed that 
on hig way to Mineola on Saturday 
night, after the execution of Ross had 
been postponed, he talked to Captain 
John Gallagher in commarid of Long 
Island City detectives.’ Mr. Edwards 
admitted he had talked over the infor- 
mation gleaned from Ross in the five 
hours he was, questioned in.the death 
cell on Saturday afternoon.

Dr. Freeman ‘said his desire was to 
build a cathedral on Mount St. Alban, 
Washington, which would be to the 
spiritual life of the nation what the 
Capitol building ‘was to. the patriotism 
of Americans. 

“And in this I am sugtained by the 
wisest men you have got in Washing- 
ton, and. there are some wise men.

It was at the close of his sermon on

Freeman referred to the cathedral 
project, for which he is spending three 
weeks in New York. ~ 

“Why have I had the temerity to 
come to. New York?’’ continued the 
Bishop. ‘‘Well, because I was born 
here and vecause I believe in what 
Bishop Manuing is doing to build your 
great St. John the Divine. Why: 
should not the greatest city in the 
world have the greatest temple off 
worship? ‘The leaders of our nation 
today are coming more and more to 
helieve in the conservation of the 
deeper and finer things.”

Deposed Bishop in Addresses in 
Newark Calls This an Age 
, of Toleration. 


William Montgomery Brown, deposed 
as Bishop of the Episcopal Church on 
the ground of heresy, addressed two 
meetings in Newark yesterday, one in 
the afternoon at the Polish Indepen- 

dent Catholic Church, 179 Court Street, 
and one in the evening at Krueger's 
Auditorium, before some 200 persons. 
About fifty persons attended the after- 
noon meeting. On both occasions the 
former Bishop delivered approximately 
the same message. 

“There is no precise formula for re- 
ligion,” he said, -‘‘and the charges 
against me grew out of the fact that 
I do not hold the views of a church 
organized centuries ago by a group 
of Bishops who taught that the world 
was flat with a roof over it that leaks 
when it rains; a group of bishops who 
believed diseases were sent to man- 
kind because a serpent outwitted God 
in the Garden of Eden. 

“IT plead guilty to doubting these 
things. Who has not doubted them? We 
are living In an age of toleration, an 
age, according to the theologians, 
which twill become an age of infidelity. 

‘‘Whether we like it or not, the world 
in which we live is being taught re- 
ligion through science. We should not 
wrap Christ in the medieval formula, | 
but we should find him by studying the 
lives of people.”

There will be room to discuss 
the common -attitude toward Russian 
participation in the Geneva conversa- 
tions, particularly with regard to the 
conditions Moscow is making now. 


Worried by Austro-German Move. 


, It would not be surprising if M. 
Briand. wished to know just. what 
President’ Hindenburg said recently to 
the delegates of the Austrian Greater 
Germany Party who called on. him. 
The Ftench are not a little disturbed 
at the apparent progress of the move- 
ment for an economic rapprochement 
between Germany and Austria; because 
in their minds that is only the preface 
to a movement which has political 
union as its ultimate aim. It is the 
French position that union of Germany 
and Austria cannot be permitted be- 
cause of the terms of the peace treaty. 

So there is ample material for con- 
sideration by the—three statesmen. 

The visit of Dr. Stresemann to Paris 
would be of sentimental interest, for 
no German Cabinet member has been 
to Paris since the signing of the Treaty 
of Versailles. When the Locarno 
treaties were signed in London, on 
Dec. 1, M. Briand invited Dr. Strese- 
mann to come to see him and gave 
assurance that he would return the 
visit. Dr. Stresemann accepted on the 
spot, but ‘practically ever since Ber- 
lin has had a Cabinet crisis.

Nearly every day the 
Frenchman picks up his paper and 
sees that Germany is asking something 
new in the name of the ‘spirit of Lo- 
carno. Germany wants revision of the 
war guilt sentence because of the spirit 
of Locarno.

Germany wants Coblenz and Mayence 
evacuated because the Locarno spirit 
mak« every. one friends, and so on.

between"the two schemes the Chamber 
and Senate “will have to choose during 
the co! week.

Finance Minister’s' Main Proposal. 
As has been fully explained in these 
' cables, the main proposal of Finance 
’ Minister Doumer is that a new tax

in more than the 3,000,000,000 francs 
necessary to make the two ends meet 
and will bring it regularly and suf- 
ficiently to prevent the necessity of 
the Treasury having again:to have 
recourse to inflation to meet its needs.

In brief, these 101 
articles create a series of néw taxes 
and augment existing ones, with spe- 
cial attention to the fact that in- 
creases are applied to those forms of 
taxation which have been proved al- 
ready lucrative and at the same time 
do not affect the mass of the people. 

The only items of general consump- 
tion on which taxes are increased are 
salt, coffee and alcohol, from which 
it, is expected to raise 185,000,000 
francs. The first of the commission’s 
proposals is to make a heavy increase 
in the stamp tax on the sale of all 
stocks and shares up to 15 per cent. 
from which it is expected to.derive 
200,000,000 francs. .The tax is increased 
on automobiles, perfumes, mineral oils 
and gasoline, as is the residence tax 
on foreigners. From a new tax of 1.3 
per cent. on all manufactured articles 
for export the proposers of the Dill 
expect to derive an income of 720,000,- 
‘000. Telegraph and telephone rates 
. will be raised, and the price of to- 
. bacco under the State monopoly will 
be ‘raised 25 per cent., bringing in 
500,000,000 francs.

What the Political Bureau in Moscow 


— thinks about the Manchurian 
developments is unascertainable here, 
but the secondary Bolshevist leaders 
regard events with thinly disguised 
dismay. 

Apparently the Soviet action was in+ 
tended merely to hamper Chang Tso- 
lin’s mobility against the so-called Na- 

tional Armies (the anti-Chang troops 
in China), and Chang’s determined re- 
taliation came upon’Moscow as a sur- 
prise. 


‘Doubt of Red Military Action. - 


The view seems to prevail that open 
and. effective intervention by the Red 
Army is impossible in the present cir- 
cumstances, especially as it is believed 
that it would involve a clash with 
Japan. It is held that Chang would 
not risk what he has risked without 


‘assurance of Japanese support. , 


It is reported that a movement on 
China of considerable Red Army forces 
generally ia considered a mere, bluff, 
and likewise the threat in Foreign 
Minister Tchitcherin’s three-days ulti- 


matum. 

The Soviet Government today states 
that Peking sent urgent instructions 
to\Harbin for the immediate liberation 
of M.,Ivanoff, but no one believes that 
Peking’s authority extends there. It 
is this belief that caused ‘the Soviet 
attempt to parley with the Chinese 
military command in Harbin, but Har- 
bin refuses to argue with Soviet Con- 
sul General Grandt and ‘simply _ per- 
sists in denying obvious facts. 

Yestefday the Chinese military 
authorities of Harbin proclaimed the 
clubs and workers organizations which 
the Bolsheviks established along the 
railway line to be unlawful, “now and 
in the future. 

The Chinese military failed to induce 
the railway staff to carry on, the 
pica snd say. Therefore, the army is 

posed to maintain passenger and 
freight traffic at existing rates, 
money transactions, it is asserted, 
will “be supervised by bank officials 
and the money deposited in a bank 
until the Railway Administration re· 
sumes control. 

The public utterances in Moscow in- 
dicate the Government’s view, it is 
held by some observers, that the 
Soviet’s prestige in the Far East must 
suffer.a severe blow. 

A speech by M. Postnikoff, Deputy 
Commissar of Communications, sug- 
gests that the Soviet Government fears 
its control of the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way is shaken, but that it has not yet 
decided exactly how to demonstrate to 
the world ‘‘Moscow’s love of peace.’’

MOSCOW, Jan. 24 (7).—A severe cen- 
sorship is being exercised on the local 
Russian newspaper in Harbin, which 
appears with big blank white spaces: 
Numerous Russian workers and minor 
officials haye been arrested. 

Telegraphing on Friday. afternoon, 
the correspondent t Ha&rbin of the’ 
Soviet News Agency ‘says that Chang 
Tso-lin has seized all communications, 
and adds: 


“This may be tne last dispatch out 

of Harbin.” 
. The Moscow Government is anxious- 
ly awaiting a reply to its note to 
Peking, and in the meantime the mih- 
tary of the Government has been 
instructed to be prepared for any 
emergency. 

The entire: Soviet press voices un- 
measured indignation over Chang 
Tso-lin’s action, characterizing it va- 
riously as.*‘unprecedented, audacious, 
bold, impudent, brazen,’’ and declaring 
that it cannot be allowed to go un- 
punished. 

At the same time there is a note of 
moderation and conciliation in most of 
the editorials, some of which appeal 
to Japan to use its good offices to 
restore peace in*Manchuria, which. is 
as vital to Japan as to Russia and 
China.’ Other editorials hint that 
there is an unseen hand behind Chang 
Tso-lin, evidently meaning Japan.

PEKING, Jan. 23—The sensation of 
the day here is the Russo-Chang em- 
broglio over control of the Chinese 
Bastern Railway. The telegrams of 
Soviet Ambassador Karakhan and the 
Chinese. Foreign Office to Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin to release the Russian 
prisoners in Harbin so far have been 
without. result. 

The position now is difficult, for the 
sudden demand of the Bolsheviki. for 
payment for the cost of transporting 
Chinese troops resulted in the -high- 
handed action by the Chinese, who are 
on their own territory and cannot be 
coerced without bringing in Red troops 
and creating a Atuation dangerous to 
all who are interested. 

The merits of the case are clear. The 
Bolshevist demand is considered to be 
perfectly reasonable and just, and in 
accordance with the terms of the Trea- 
ty of 1924, The Chinese have no 
ground for insisting upon troop trans- 
portation without payment, and their

purely arbitrary. Also the irony of the 
situation is not without its appeal to 
foreign. circles Extraterritoriality priv- 
ileges have been renounced by the 
Bolshevists and now they are furious 
to find themselves the victims of what 
they call Chinese lawlessness, the very 
imperialism in the foreign powers that 
they have been denouncing to the Chi- 
hese now being used against them- 
selves. 

One vie int here is that they are 
suffering the same kind of treatment 
which ———— in China have’ been 
enduring for years, and that already 
they are shouting about it, although 
they themselves have urging the 
Chinese to trample on the foreign trea- 
ties and drive the foreigners from their 
shores.

was being started against capitalism. 
He appealed to members to be active 
in their support of the cause. 
William C. Weinstone, General Sec- 
retary of the Workers’ Communist 
Party of New York, also urged those 
present to help establish a Soviet Gov- 
ernment in the United States. He con- 


demned the present labor leaders for 
urging employers and employes to get 
together, declaring that a civil war of 


the classes was the only means where- 


by the end could be accomplished, 

The audience rose when Benjamin 
Gitlow entered the hall, and when he 
came forward to speak  Gitiow de- 
scribed Wall Street as the home of 
the most arrogant capitalistic system 
of all. He told of the work that was 
being done to sais control of the trade 
-unions. 

M. J. Olgin, a Communist author, 
speaking in Russian, said that Lenin's 
ideals were better realized today than 
they were when he was alive. 

Other speakers told of what was be- 
ing done among the children and of 
the movement to get recognition of 
Soviet Russia by the United States. 
All appealed for support of workers 
in bringing the day when the Red

“There are 2,610 wholesale drug sales- 

men serving 52,304 retail druggists in 

the United States, according to a cen- 
sus just completed by the National 

Wholesale Druggists’ Association and 

made public last night. 

The country’ wholesale force totals 

1,645 or an average of one salesman 


for each 20.9 stores of the 34,471 re- 
tail druggists outside of the cities in 
which the wholesale houses are sit- 
uated. 

The sales force of the cities totals 
623. In the 161 cities in which these 
salesmen operate there are approxi- 





mately 29,500,000 people served by 


about. 18,000. retail drug stores. The 
wholesale drug salesman averages 28.8 
city accounts. 

Supplementing both the city and 
country sales forces handling the com- 
pléte lines of wholesale druggists are 
328 specialty salesmen who .confine 
their time and energy to the promotion 
of individual lines. 

The country sales forcé travels from 
town to town regularly and visits each 
customer on, an average of once a 
week or once in two weeks in the 
more, accesSible cities and towns and 
about once a month in the remote and 
sparsely, settled areas.

The fact thac the voice 
of a parrot kept by the ‘oli man had 
been silent since that night caused 
misgivings on the part of persons hv- 
ing in the house. They notified Mr. 
Meyers’s two sons, Herman‘und John,

The sons found the door of their 

‘father’s apartment bolted. They broke 
it in. An old-fashioned marble-top 
table in the dining room was over- 
turned. Its cover was partly burned 
away and a match box was tound with 
its contents strewn about the floor. 
Dr. Pietro of the Cumberland Street 
Hospital said that death was caused 

by heart failure. 

Detectives Diamond and Kenna, in 
reconstructing the events leading up 
to the death of the aged man, came to 
the: coriclusion that,in attempting to 
light a. gas stove close to the table, 
the cover of the table had become ig- 
nited.

DICTATOR-WORSHIP. 

No one will accuse The London 
Saturday Review of being ultra-demo- 
cratic, yet it recently remarked that’ 
** the hero-worship of dictators "’ was 
being overdone in England. The same 
thing might be said of the United 
States. It is: not that Americans de- 
sire or,expect a dictatorship in this 
country, but some of them are ex 
pressing a good deal of satisfaction 
with the way in which it operates in 
other lands. At bottom, of course, 
this does not imply an abandonment 
of our belief in free imstitutions. 
More than anything else, it seems to 
be an instinctive admiration for suc- 
cess. Dictators are doing wonderful 
things, therefore they are to be ap- 
plauded. They illustrate the triumph 
of the pragmatic philosophy applied to 
politics. If it works, it must be true 
‘and good. 

There have been great\ Italians be- 
fore Musso.INni, and one -of them, 
Cayo said rather contemptuously 
that anybody could. govern under 
martial law. But it required a real 
statesman, he added, to rule. well 
while keeping liberty and representa- 
tive government alive. Even in the 
minds of those who praise the glorious 


dictators, it is not imagined that they 
can last forever or long. . A dictator- 
ship. is by its very nature temporary 
and transitional. Everybody expects 
that in time it will try to restore nor- 
mal conditions of government in free 
countries. The process has already 
begun in Spain, at least nominally. 
But those who blindly worship dicta- 
tors because they succeed, ought: not 
to overlook the harm they do, as well, 
as the benefits which they confer, in 
the, act of succeeding. 

“The present dictator of Greece 
speaks of depending upon “ the con- 
science of the army:’’ This has hardly 
been considered a sound principle to 
establish since the days of the Pre- 
torian Guard of Rome. And how- 
ever it may be with domestic affairs, 
dictators notoriously make ‘trouble 
when dealing: unchecked with foreign 
relations. * Consider Greece and Bul- 
garia. Remember Mussoiinr. and 
Corfu.’ The ways of . elected~Presi- 
dents, Congresses. and Parliaments 
may be highly vexatious at times, but 
at any rate the people have the power 
of recall and replacement. A dictator 
always protests that he means to give 
way, when the occasion is ripe. But 
the-how and when are left for, him to 
decide. This may be a reason’ for 
‘wonder but scarcely for worship,

THE GREAT SMOKY MOUNTAINS 
PARK, Fy 

Are we to have a great national 
park east of the Mississippi? asks 
Frank Boxn in an article in today’s 
TIMES describing e forests of the 
Great Smoky Mountains which Secre- 
tary, Works’s commission has pro- 
posed for a people’s reservation. The 
answer to the question is that, unless 
other States assist Tennéssee and 
North Carolina in raising the $5,000, - 
000 required for the purchase of the 
tract of six hundred square miles in 
the Southern Appalachians, the oppor- 
tunity will be lost, It is not the policy 
of the Federal Government to provide 
funds for the acquisition of lands for 
national parks, but it stands ready to 
take them over, guard, preserve and 
keep them inviolate for the enjoyment 
of ‘the people- when they have been 
donated-or bought with contributions 
of money. ‘Tenmessee and North 
Carolina have pledged themselves to 
raise $1,000,000, or one-fifth of the 
price put upon these Great Smoky 
Mountain forests by the. proprietors. 
Knoxville alone. has. collected -more 
than $300,000 in’ the campaign to 
*‘ Save Our’ Mountains,’ and Ashe- 
ville’s total was almost $200,000 late 
in December. Help from ‘the other 
forty-six States is urgently needed if 
there is to be a great national. park 
east of the Mississippi. - : 

In the day of the swift-moving auto- 
mobile a national forest is no longer 
a-local attraction. All the world is 
awheel, and no natural beauty in any 
of -the -States is left unvisited. The 
Great Smoky Mountain™ park “would 
belong as much to Californians and 
to Oregonians as to the nature-lovers 
and outdoor. enthusiasts of Tennessee 
and North Carolina. Logically tHe 
people of the other forty-six States 
should come forward with their gifts 
and assist Tennessee and North Caro- 
lina to save these, Appalachian forests. 
But it is only fair that the States east 
of the Mississippi, should furnish the 
greater part of the money required. 
Mr,. Bonn poirits. out that “these 
“mountains lie 400 miles: from St. 
“ Louis, Cleveland, Pittsburgh and 
** Washington [as the crow flies}, 600 
“miles from Chicago and ~Philadel- 
“ phia, and-only 600 miles from. New 
“York, Toronto and New Orleans.”’ 
In/the large area indicated dwell many 
millions of people who could reach the 
Great Smoky Mountain reservation in 
their. automobiles in «three or four 
days. It would be a satisfaction for 
all of. us, whether we ride or walk, to 
have a stake in the Great Smoky 
Mountains park, to be proprietors ac- 
cording to our means. Certainly, a 
very attractive cause is the“saving of. 
the Smokies to make what would jbe 
one Of the finest national parks in the 
continental United States.’ 

Readers of JoHN Fox, CHARLES Ic- 
DERT CRADDOCK: and Horace KEPHART 
know the Great Smoky’ Mountains, 
their. trails, their heights and their 
people, but no fiction and no art of 
description can glorify those great hills 
and their deep forests musical with: 
the sound of many waters. There are 
eighteen peaks 6,000 feet and higher. 
Clingman Dome, the loftiest,. is but 
thirty-one feet lower than Mitchell. in 
the Asheville district (6,711 feet), 
which exceeds Washington in New 
Hampshire by 418 feet.

“ fulness,’’ says Mr. Boun of forest 
despoliation, ‘* does not make even us 
“‘ [the present generftion] rich—it 
* leaves us poorer.’’ Failure to ac- 
quire the Great Smoky Mountain tract 
for a national park would be a re- 
proach to the whole country. But we 
as a practical.peopls know that money 
must talk, and as the timber magnates 
will not walt much longer, no timg is 
to be lost. It is now more than two 
years since Senator Suietps of Ten- 
nessee introduced a bill providing for 
a national park in the Great Smoky 
Mountains, and nothing came of it.

AMERICAN GOTHIC SCULPTURE. 

If an artist’s work is bad, does that 
make it more truly American? A 
nation-wide view of our war memo- 
rials might lead to this conclusion; 
but the sculptors now engaged in “a 
smoldering agitation ’’ against. the 
employment of. English fellow-crafts- 
men on the Cathedral of St. John the. 
Divine follow a different line. They 
make it ‘‘a matter of principle ’’ that 
‘* a. so-called national .monument ’’ 
must only and can only be created by 
™ the exclusive employment of the tal- 
ent and genius of America.’’ In bogh 
chains of logic there are gaps. What- 
ever the eyidence of war memorials, 
many American scuiptors stand in the 
front ranks of their art; yet- in cer- 
tain kinds of work which happen to 
be essential to a Gothic structure they 
are surpassed by English sculptors. 

‘There is a certain fallacy in applx 
ing strict principles of nationalism to 
architecture. Are English cathedrals 
one whit more admirably national. be- 
cause they lack the finely artistic 
logic and the sound masonry ‘of con- 
temporary work in France? FREEMAN 
speaks of vaulted naves of wood as 
‘* characteristic ofa shipbuilding na- 
tion’’; his patriotism could not,endure 
the admission that they are. charac- 
teristic also of shoddily imitative build- 
ers. And are English cathedrals less 
national because ‘some of them are 
adorned by the work of sculptors im- 
ported from France? They have their 
own peerless beauty of picturesque 
massing, of lordly domination over 
the surrounding landscape, and that 
is enough. Morals may bé *‘ a mat- 
ter of geography,”’ but ,the best art is 
at once national and ‘international. 
War-memorial sculptors. by and large 
are doubtless inspired by a patriotisth 
unsullied; , but the ‘true spirit of the 
artist, ana of an art-loving public, 
‘seeks perfection wherever it may be 
found? Nothing could more plaiifly 
stamp the. second-rate temperament 
than even a ‘smoldering '’ chau- 
vinism. 

Especially is this truie'in the case of 
a cathedral which expresses, as the 
medieval cathedrals did, a faith that 
overleaps national botindaries, uniting 
peoples whom.-so much else. dividés. 
If certain. English artists handle thé 
draped figure better than we have yet 
done, their work should and will be 
represented. - In ecclesiastical sculp- 
ture any shortcoming in the matter 
would be deeply pernicious. Doubtless, 
Mr. Cram will get the best in America 
when he ¢an, and much of it; but he 
would be false to-his trust it he failed 
in_any case to get the best.

Among the peculiar institutions of 
our country is this system of national 
parks. These preserve, as near as pos- 
sible in a state of nature, some of our 
most valuable natural in The 
Grand Canyon, the Yellowstone and 
the Yosemite are a trinity of names 
now quite as well known to the public 
as Niagara, ~ 

Are we now to have a great national 
park east of the Mississippi? Nature 
has done its part in the creation of the 
means, all agree. The Great Smoky 
Mountains of Tennessee and North 
Carolina are one of the half dozen most 
remarkable natural scenes inthis 
country. _Our first famous botanist, 
William Bartram of Philadelphia, 
knew them yin ‘Colonial times, and 
tramped over their trails collecting the 
inimitable botanic specimens which 
grow there. Then, for a hundred and 
fifty years, the Great Smokies were 
quite forgotten by the outside world. 

Climbing in these lofty canyons and 
among these craggy, summits is .a 
unique experience. Mount Le Conte, for 
instance, rises 6,680 feet. A rough 
climb this is, too—just enough for one 
big day from dawn till dark, No climb- 
ing in all America is likely to give 
either. sportsman or naturalist more 
abundant satisfaction. Le Conte lies: at 
the western rim of the mountain mass. 
In' the centre the summit line which 
separates North Carolina and. Ten- 
nessee nowhere for forty miles de- 
scends into @ canyon which lies less 
than 5,000 feet high. There are points 
upon it from which seven States may 
be seen. If we are to have our na- 
tional park, there will be a fine auto- 
mobile road along this summit. 

At the very top of Le Conte there is 
a boy living alone in a cabin made of 
slabs. The writer saw in that cabin a 
single volume, namely, . Thoreau’s 
“‘Walden.”” It had been read and re- 


j read and marked over and over again. 


What I wish to describe here is a tree 
which this ‘boy had just cut down for 
the purpose of splitting off slabs for a 
new cabin. This tree is a balsam fir. 
That species, whose natural] habitat at 
sea level is up in Canada, is the only 
variety which will grow here above 
6,000 feet. This particular giant which 
lay upon the ground, by actual count 
of its rings, — en ee 
540 years. 

However, to get to the tos one climbs 
through zone after zone of majestic 
oaks and hickories. To the joy of the 
forest lover there are the great tulips. 
Some of these measure eight or nine 
feet in diameter waist high above ‘the 
ground. The plain,statement of fact’ 
which should move all of us is that 
there grow here a greater variety of 
trees, and of \hardwoods, than in any 
other known place in the world. The 
number totals exactly 136° Asa Gray 
said that he found a greater variety of 
trees within a day's tramp in the Gréat 
Smokies than are hative to all Bhrope. 
It has been the view of several natural- 
ists, including the late Theodore Roose- 
velt, that our American hafdwood 
forests had their remotest beginning 
in the Gréat Smokies. Probably they 
were growing there, In that elevated, 
protected region, when the other por- 
tions of the continent were still being 
subjected to destructive geologic 
changes. So here are the forefathers 
of all those noble forests which once 
graced the eastern section of our con- 
tinent. One may note in passing that 
the chestnuts. in the Great Smokies 
have: thus far — the destroying 
‘| parasite, 

In describing this region one is forced 
to deal in superlatives. The botanist, 
as well as the forester, finds it beyond 
compare, so numerous is the variety of 
flowers’ and forest shrubs. Of the lat-: 
ter there are 174-species,. There are 
several volumes of good fiction, as well 
as science, dealing with this region. 
Horace Kephart has described: these 
forests in-his ‘‘Southern Highlandexs.”’

But tomorrow, 
promises to be vastly different. Half @ | 
millennium of nature’s patient toil is 
presently to be cut down and throwa — 
into the hungry mvuths of the pulp 
mills. With the woodlands cut over, 
the great storms of rain will quickly, 
wash the rocks bare of soil. Silt and 
the forest débris wifi glut the can 

Such has been always our destrucs 
tive American system over most of our 
vast forest areas. This policy of 
frightfulness is at once a blight upon 
nature and a curse to our descendants, 
Meanwhile every dollar's. worth. of 
timber we cut from the Great Smokies 
will rob future Americans of hydros 
electric. power in the Tennessee Valley< 

The mind turns gratefully to the 
other side of the issue. If we can save 
these forests, then presently, their, 
lower reaches will shelter a chain of 
long finger lakes. These ‘winding » 
waters,*which will penetrate the pros 
posed park area in almost every quar 
ter, will be forméd by the Cove Creek 
Dam. This dam will be built just outs 
side the park. The eighty-three squar@ 
miles of water area will permit almost 
every part of the park to be reacheg 
by motor boat and canoe. Do not for - 
get that May-time in that region begins — 
in March and our Northern October 
sunshine and flowers last on into’ De· 
cember. Such is the new lake country; 
on the summits, of course, ever July, 
nights are cold and crisp.

Mr. Klemperer’s p consisted of 
three -classic symphonies—those of 
Haydn in C minor (Breitkoff and Har- 
tel, No. 9); Mozart in C major (‘‘Jupi- 
ter’) and Beethoven in A major— 
the.Seventh. All who attend orchestral 
concerts--know these works. All or-

have played them. By so much the 
more was the quality of the eonductor 
apparent. The symphonies were played 
as if for the first, instead of the ,hun- 
dreth time—as if, indeed, they were 
being introduced to the audience and 
their fate, as well as that of the in- 
terpreter, was. the issue. If the or- 
chestra men, when notified of the pro-

We cannot en- 
y realize today what the effect of 
this symphony was when first it was 
heard, but a strong intimation could 
be gained from Mr. Klemperer’s con- 
ducting—the boldness of the opening 
period, the witchery of the second 
theme; the tenderness, emotional 
poignancy and beauty of the slow 
movement; the power and ths 
brilliancy ofthe fugue finale. A small 
detail here was fresh and admirable. 
It consisted simply in the statemeft 
by the. strings of the fugue theme 
which is commonly played in an en- 
tirely dry manner.

thusiastic Throng in Carnegie Hall. 

An audience that filled Carnegie 
Hall to its utmost-capacity heard Mr. 
Toscanini conduct, the Philharmonic 
Society’s Sunday afternoon concert 
yesterday, as other audiences have 
filled it-at his previous concerts since 
he came to take his place at the head 
of the orchestra.

Estimate of. Grain Imports. Raised. 
By Wireless to Tus Nsw YorE Times.’ 

ROME, Jan. 24.—In September it was 
estimated that necessary imports of 
grain would ‘aggregate ~ 137,000,000 
quintals for European nations and 36,- 
000,000 for -non-European countries. 
The latest’ statistics, ,however, have 
shown that importations for Burope 
would’ probably aggregate 145,000,000 
quintals or 530,000,000 bushels, and for 
importifg countries outside of Europe 
35,000,000 quintals: or 128,000,000 bush- 
els, giving a total of 18,000,000 quintals, 
or 658,000,009 bushels, to be imported 
between Aug. 1, 1925, and July 3i, 
1926. This is about. 25,000,000 bushels 
greater than the early Autumn esti- 
mate. 

It is figured ‘that 57,000,000 quintals 
of the. present estimate have already 
been imported by Europe and 14,000,- 
000 by non-European countries which 
have been more rapid in providing for 
their first necessities. Although the 
grain market still remains less active, 
with fairly low prices, there is rather 
genéral expectation of a rise in grain 
prices. as the season advances, 1..is 
is based on belief that in: the present 
situation of the Argentine crop the 
exportable surplus from: that’ country 
will not be sufficiently great to cause 
a fall in prices. 


BERLIN BANKER SUMS UP 
DAWES PLAN SITUATION 


Refers to the Difficulties Which 


Are Surroanding Performance 
of the Obligations. 











_ An important speech delivered by the 


Berlin banker M. von Mendelssohn at 
a full sitting of the Berlin Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry discussed the 
situation and outlook in regard to the 
Dawes plan. The speaker's view is 
summed up in the ree financial 
press as follows? 

“The first year of the application of 
the Dawes plan was, according to the 
authors of this plan, to be devoted to 
a re-establishment of German economy 
and to give the Reich an opportunity of 
consolidating its forces for the immi- 
nent. payment of reparations. If that 
aim has not: been attained, and if the 
said economy was weaker than ever, it 
is not for lack of effort on its part. 
It had become obvious that Germany’s 
remaining resources had been greatly 
overestimated, not only abroad, but by 
many Germans. That being so, it was 
difficult to see haw Germany could as- 
sume the heavy: burdens of the second 
annuity under. the plan or how. she 
eould unaided keep up the balance be- 
tw revenue ag agg ame and at 
the same -time hn an economi- 
cally sound positien 

“It is hoped that ‘it will be realized 
that in the cage of an economy, —— 
though eines’ heavily weighted, 

l-alive and if- operation, lesser * 
dens over a longer period were prefera- 
ble to huge demands ever.one or two 
years: Every economic enterprise as 
well as every private individual is, 6f 
course, bound to furnish productive 
work, and this involves also avoiding 
all useless expenses and contenting 
<hemselves with smaller profits’ and 
wages, respectively. But all that could 
be done as regards economic and finan- 
cial policy to improve the position 
would be insufficient if*prosperity is 
not. based on relations with abroad. 
‘They would have to content themselves 
with narrow outlets until more favor- 
fble conditions opened up large selling 
facilities. 

“That was a most important matter, 
fer unemployment in Germany ‘was 
assuming alarming proportions. Dur- 
ing 1925 foreign capital had flowed 
abundanfly into Germany, and the 
same might be hoped for in 1926. To 
sum up, what was really lacking in 
Ge was not industry but the 
sustenance necessary to insure its 
functioning.”

Values of Oats and Rye Reflect the 
Condition In the Wheat 
Market.

The largest buying of late has been 
on the theory that wheat is to become 
very scarce thé world over, particu- 
larly in Europe and the United States, 
before the end of the season, which 
should represent high prices. 

There is also a question in the minds 
of-those who are analyzing the situa- 
tion carefully as to how much of this 
bullishness is represented in May wheat 
at $1.70 or above. -The general trade 
has tired of buying largely on the high 
cash premiums for Winter wheat and 
has discovered that. Spring wheat, 
which is in relatively better suppl 
than Winters, is dragging and ‘4 saline 
closer to the May. For instance, hard 
wheats are 6 to 8 cents over May for 
the top grades in car lots on track with 
light offerings of No.-2 soft red 10 to 
14 cents over, and No. 2 Northern 
Spring is selling at 1 to 5 cents‘over 
May with sales in store at % to 1 cent 
over.
